Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
2. Claims 1 and 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mangelsdorfetal. (US 5,736,886). 

Re claim 1, Mangelsdorf et al. (US 5,736,886) teaches a correlated double sampling 
amplifier which receives an image signal from the solid state image pickup device and amplifies 
a different voltage between a black level in a feedthrough period of the solid state image pickup 
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device and a signal level in a charge signal output period, a gain control amplifier which receives 
an output signal from the correlated double sampling amplifier and amplifies the output signal 
from the correlated double sampling amplifier, an AID converted which receives an output from 
the gain control amplifier and converts the output signal from the gain control amplifier to a 
digital video signal, and an offset canceling circuit which applies an offset canceling voltage for 
canceling an offset voltage corresponding to an offset in regard to an output of the solid state 
image pickup device to an input terminal of the correlated double sampling amplifier (see FIG. 
13). Though Mangelsdorf teaches "offset correction", and not specifically "offset canceling", 
the Examiner notes that it is desirous to correct/cancel offset in order to get an accurate a signal 
as possible (reduction in noise). It would have been obvious to correct the offset to 
cancel/reduce it, to reduce noise in the system. 

Re claim 9, the Examiner notes that it is obvious that the offset voltage is a difference 
between the black level and the signal level, as is conventional in the art. FIG. 13 shows the 
output of the CCD has a source follower/transistor. 

Re claim 10, though silent to an external device, Mangelsdorf teaches the calibrating to 
obtain a desired signal (abstract). Accordingly, the Examiner notes that it would have been 
obvious to have an external device in order to adjust the parameters of the circuit device. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claim 1 1 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art of record fails to teach the details of the correction circuit, as claimed.
